San Antonio, Texan, Sept. 12.—1The 
task of searching for the bodies of 
the dead in th* wreckage c a u se d by 
the flood of early Saturday, was con­ 
tinuing today by the arm y of civilians 
end 
soldier 
workers. 
Forty-five 
known dead already have been recov­ 
ered, 22 are reported m issing and 27 
ore injured. 
^ 
Police Commissioner 
Phil W right 
estim ated today th a t the total dead 
will amount to IOO. Property damage 
aas been revised to between $5,000,- 
000 and $10,000,000, the total depend­ 
ing largely on the salvaging of m er­ 
chandise damaged 
by 
the 
muddy 
w aters. 
It is believed snores of bodies will 
be found along the muddy courses 
of A lazor creek and the San Antonio 
river, washed to remote spots by the 
force of the rushing w aters. 
There 
ar© still many huge prres of wreckage 
in the Mexican residential section and 
other dead are certain to be found 
among the debris. 
The work of restoring order was 
greatly facilitated today by resump­ 
tion of w ater service and. partial re­ 
sumption of electric service. 
Relief work in the city ia well or­ 
ganized. 
The American red cross 
has established a clothing headquar­ 
ters to which donations 
are 
being 
brought from all parts of the city 
and three food stations are in opera­ 
tion. 
More than two thousand vic­ 
tim s were given aid. 
Mayor O. B. Blade, working with a 
committee of citizens, has issued a 
proclamation covering tho details of 
the relief work, designating officers 
for finance and distribution, assign­ 
ing morgues and nam ing a corps to 
assist in protection of the downtown 
district. More than $20,000 has been 
raised in the city for relief purposes 
and it is the intention of those han­ 
dling the subscriptions to furnish all 
th a t is necessary w ithout calling for 
outside assistance. 
Homeless victims are being cared 
for by churches, orphanages, schools 
and the city m arket house. 
In addi­ 
tion m any have been taken into pri- 
| vate homes. 
Troops from F ort 
Sam Houston 
and Clamp Travis have been assigned 
to assist the police in guarding the 
inundated business district and lines 
have been thrown about the heavily 
damaged section.

The police made this announcement 
last night after divers had definitely- 
determ ined no more bodies remained 
in the w ater. 
A small w roughtiron gusset plate 
part of the support for a footpath 
along the side of the structure, which 
had been half eaten by rust, gave 
way under the weight of nearly IOO 
persons, who were attracted to the 
spot by the cries of a drowning boy, 
and precipitated the victims Into the 
river. 
The last body to be dragged from 
the deep mud at the bottom of the 
river was th a t of 8 year old Charles 
Apostolus, the child whose death was

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JAPANS TREATMENT OF KOREA. 


When one undertakes to discuss the Korean situation he finds 
himself confronted by a task by no means easy. 
There are at j 
least four viewpoints from which conditions are studied. That of 
the Japanese, the Korean, the missionary, and the tourist. 
All 
state facts and each one seems to be correct in his views. It will 
be the purpose of this article to give some of the facts gathered 
by a short visit among the people and allow the reader largely 
to draw his own conclusion. The population of Korea is approxi­ 
mately 17,000,000, while in area the country is but a little larger | 
than our state of Kansas. It is almost beyond belief that a people 
tucked in as closely between two other nations, as Korea is related 
to China on the one hand and Japan on the other, could be so 
entirely different. 
In habits, customs, dress and language they 
are as diverse as if they existed on opposite sides of the globe. 
The beginnings of the little nation are lost in the long and dis­ 
tant past. 
Not until thirty-six years ago was any progress made by the. 
Christian missionary. 
Twenty-two years ago there 
were 200 
Christians in Korea; today there are 88,000 communicants and 
184,000 in the Sabbath schools. Schools for young men and wo­ 
men, colleges, hospitals, Bible institutes, etc., have sprung up 
a1 over the country. Much can justly be said about the response 
of the Korean people to the claims of the gospel. The deam ina­ 
tions doing mission work in the field should be greatly encouraged 
by the growth and manliest interest. 
Seoul, the capital of Korea, is beautifully located, with ac­ 
tivity on every hand. The Imperial hotel is a magnificent struc­ 
ture and stands on the site ofHhe Temple of Heaven. A part of 
the old temple still stands at the rear of the hotel, doubtless to 
mark the passing of the old and the persistent incoming of the 
new. 
In “The Korean Situation” the Commission on Relations with 
the Orient writes as follows: 
“No more remarkable revolution 
has taken place in recent history than that which occurred in 
Korea beginning March I, 1919. 
The plan was to secure inde­ 
pendence by moral force, without resort to violence. The passive

T he up­ 
stroke and dow n-stroke should be 
along the sam e lines, a t least, for 
the sake of sm oothness. 
A thing for every golfer to avoid 
as he w ould th e plague is tension. 
Any stiffness is bound to be disas­ 
trous, for it is im possible to strik e 
Hjo crisp blow w ith tig h t muscles- 
'-a the lexicon of golfers the wor<| 
SMILAX should be w ritteu over and 
over again in shining letters. 
F ootball is a fighting gam e w ith 
tense m uscles; golf is a gam e of in ­ 
dividual skill, 
dem anding 
relaxed 
m uscles and rythm ic m ovem ents. 
It is supposed that the com m on­ 
est of all th e erro rs 
so 
painfully 
common to golf is failing to keep 
one’s eyes on the ball or the equiva­ 
lent, m oving o n e’a head in the act 
of m aking a stroke.
